Keep Looking at the Record 

“Let’s look at the record” has long been 
the answer of one of the country’s most as- 
tute political leaders to the claims of this 
official and the charges against that one. 
Looking at the record is an excellent habit: 
its value increases as the looking approaches 
the continuous. Those who keep an eye on 
the record, whatever the data to which it is 
devoted, also keep in touch with current 
events. They have frequently a gift of fore- 
sight. The record tells many things. 

There are many sorts of records, the ma- 
jority of which, unfortunately, are very dif- 
ferent from the record. This was one rea~- 
son why business got out of hand some six 
or eight years ago. The other reason was 
that a large number of business pushers 
consulted no record—and some of them 
made records for popular consultation out 
of the whole cloth of their ambitions. They 
could do this successfully because there was 
no comparable record of authentic data. 
The hunch and the guess were the popular 
guideposts in many directions. 

The record is of the utmost usefulness in 
business, and the closer the record comes 
to the data of a particular business, the 
greater is its usefulness in that business. 
Basic statistical data are all right for 
broad, general calculations. There is some 
good in everybody’s knowing the per capi- 
ta circulation of money in the United 
States, the volume oi bank clearances in the 
several Federal reserve districts, the rela- 
tive volume of carloadings. But, the rec- 
ord at which the business man should look, 
at which he should keep looking, is the rec- 
ord of his own line of business, the record 
which he, himseli, is helping to make. This 
record is a varied one. 

The record of business is the collection 
of its statistical data. Obviously, this is a 
current and a historical record. Histor- 
ically it is not “bunk,” but its value in- 
creases in indirect ratio with its age. Its 
current data are the most valuable. These 
relativities depend, of course, on the proper 
evalution of each set of data. The actual 
value of statistical information depends on 
the use that is made of it individually and 
collectively. No record is of any use unless 
it is made use of. 

Yo furnish current statistical information 
on business in chemicals and related indus- 
trial materials is the prime purpose of the 
Ort, PAINT AND DruG Reporter. First and 
foremost among these data are the records 
ot current prices; for prices reflect all other 
factors in the statistical position of an in- 
dustry and its markets. The Rerporren 
price list is a comprehensive one, an infor- 
mative one, and most important, it fur- 
nishes reliable information, promptly re- 
cording price changes in thousands of 
items.

The record of current prices is printed in 
the front part of the Reporter, At the 
other end is another record, in its way of 
equal importance for timely information- 
the detailed listings of imports and exports 
at the principal ports of the United States.

In a way, the beginning of a new calen- 
dar year at this time is a chronological 
event of relatively small significance for 
business ; because business but recently ex- 
perienced the dawning of a very new era. 

The new era, and its basic “New Deal,” 
will carry over to the new year a variety of 
ideas respecting its every aspect, even its 
very existence; for some there are who, in 
the manner of the exemplar ostrich, see 
nothing at all, hence see nothing new in 
anything. But, a great deal of newness has 
come to business and to the people of the 
United States in the past six months, or 
nine months. [Even new ideas will come to 
more minds as time passes; for many now 
see much that they could not perceive a 
few weeks ago, and this new experience 
with newness is coming every day to an- 
other and still another recent believer in 
the impossibility of improvement by any 
other than yesterday’s remedial methods. 

It is strange, yet most natural, that those 
who for five, six, or more years before the 
collapse were the most ardent advocates of 
change, of modernization, of costly replac- 
ing of the mechanical equipment of indus- 
try, have been among the most obdurate 
disbelievers in the beneficence of changed, 
modernized, scrapped and replaced men- 
tal processes, and everyday policies and 
practices in business. This attitude is 
strange, because apparently inconsistent. It 
is natural, as a bit of thought will disclose, 
because in the mechanization of business, 
minds as well as hands were rigidly regi- 
mented or wholly displaced. Mechanical 
thinking—mass mechanical thinking, at that 
—is one of the greatest handicaps under 
which business labors in its convalescence. 

Those who have quit thinking in the con- 
cepts and terms of 1928 and have looked 
about them in the latter days of 1933, have 
found bases for new thinking. They have 
also found something new to think about. 
With new thinking and new food for 
thought—there really have been discoverers 
and users of these new ideas—these men of 
modernized minds have found the newness 
good. One of them was quoted (anony- 
mously, because such conversion is not yet 
accepted as a reason for pride) the other 
day to the effect that, after months of op- 
posing the new ideas, he had found against 
his will that they were serving him most 
beneficially. It must be that this man’s 
business service is meritorious. The new 
ideas can not benefit those whose business 
existence depends wholly on their ability to 
put over a cheap job. 

‘Today brings a new year into the new era. 
For a time this will not be a gratifying year, 
because business was strained for the sec- 
ond time in 1933 during the past few weeks 
in anticipation of higher prices. There must 
be a recession while the expanded inven- 
tories are reduced. If the new opportunities 
are seen and used, the period of recession— 
it is not depression—will be shortened. 
Fortunately, the new ideas have become 
sufficiently established to afford substantial 
assurance that the foolish fears of the old 
era will not return.

Lacquer Patents 


To the Editor, 

Or, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER 

Sir:— 
Recent the 


announcements in press 
and in trade journals have reported 
the settlement out of court of the so- 
ealled ‘Duco patent” suits which were 
brought by E. I. duPont de Nemours 
& Co. against the Glidden Company 
in New York and the Jones- Dabney 
Company in Wilmington. As organi- 
zer of the support which was given to 
these two defendants quite generously 
by the industry, a statement from me 
at this time is appropriate. j 
Few organized movements result in 
100 percent success. The opposition 
to the duPont proposals of market and 
price control of lacquer through patent 


licensing was faced from the begin- 
ning with the inherent difficulties 
which arise when a large number of 


companies with several different inter- 
ests at stake get together against a 
single powerful opponent. In spite of 
these difficulties, the opposition has 
benefitted the industry to a substantial 
extent by its activities. 

For example, some 200 or more 
smaller producers may now operate by 
paying duPont $1,000 instead of $3,000 
yer year, thus saving the industry 
$400,000 per year. Under the new 
agreement duPont waives all claims to 
back royalties in return for a definite 
sum and appears disposed to be rea- 
sonable in setting the figure that must 
be paid. Under the terms of the old 
license agreement, which was in effect 
before the recent settlements, back 
royalties were to be rigidly determined 
and the total amount of liability was 
left uncertain until after the license 
had run for five years or the licensee 
had paid $50,000 in royalties. 

Furthermore, the scope of the patent 
monopoly has been very much re- 
stricted and what is within the mon- 
opoly clearly defined. Of the five pat- 
ents offered in the original license 
agreement, only two were the subiect 
of litigation. One of these, the Hitt 
patent, has been acknowledged invalid, 
and the broader claims, Nos. 13 to 16 
inclusive, of the Flaherty patent have 
been disclaimed. The Flaherty patent 
is the only patent on which royalties 
are based and the only patent men- 
tioned in the clause of the license 
agreement which permits price fixing. 

That part of Judge Campbell's de- 
cision against the patent in the dis- 
trict court which deals with the facts 


has been accepted by most informed 
lacquer men as correct. : 
The decision of the Second Circuit 


Court of Appeals reversing Judge 
Campbell and holding certain claims 
of the Flaherty patent valid is based 
on a very broad application of the 
doctrine of commercial success and a 
conclusion that the prior lacquers could 
not have succeeded commercially. 

In view of the sudden settlement ef- 
fected with the defendants, no oppor- 
tunity exists now to bring either of 
these suits before the supreme court, 
although other circuits, such as the 
first in New England and the seventh 
in Chicago, have applied this doctrine 
of commercial success much more 
sparingly. 

If the control which duPont has ob- 
tained through the settlement of the 
litigation becomes undu!y burdensome 
to producers or consumers, it is en- 
tirely possible that a test of the 
Flaherty patent will be made in some 
other circuit than the second or third 
which may permit the entire matter to 
be brought before the supreme court 
for review. 


On the whole, however, material 
benefits have resulted from the or- 
ganized opposition. The results are 


decidedly encouraging to the independ- 
ent manufacturer and demonstrate that 
much can be done by co-operative ef- 
fort even when the difficulties to be 
surmounted seem at first overwhelm- 
ing. 

3oth licensed manufacturers and 
those who prefer to operate outside 
the scope of the patent, as defined by 
the circuit court decision, will continue 
to benefit. A fund of information con- 
cerning both the business and the tech- 
nical aspects of the matter has heen 
collected and is increasing daily. This 
is a tool which will hold the patent 
control within definite limits. It will 
also be used to keep at a minimum the 
payments which the industry will have 
t- make because of this patent control

In certain lines, large consumers, in anticipation 01 


higher prices, took during the closing weeks of the year larger quantities 


than they had taken previously during 1933. 


It is generally expected thaf, 


as a consequence, business in chemicals priced higher on 1934 contracts 
will be quite limited during the first quarter and for a longer period in 
some cases, unless there should come a heavy expansion in consuming 


activities. 


It is noteworthy that consumers have loaded up with materia!- 


at this yearend for the first time since the war. 
The REpoRTER’S composite index number for prices of heavy aid 
fine chemicals rose again, from 127.2 to 127.3 (compared with August 1, 


1914, as 100). 


In comparison with average prices in 1926 (as 100), the 


REPORTER'S index number is now 90.1, against 88.3 at this time last year 

This index number is based on first-hand prices of 107 representative 
articles in the markets for heavy chemicals, coaltar chemicals, paint and 
varnish materials, fertilizer materials, and pharmaceutical and other fine 


chemicals.

Alcohol Permit Rules 
Explained by Bliss 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 26, 1933. 
Replying to an inquiry by Charles 
Wesley Dunn, general counsel of the 


American Pharmaceutical Manufac- 


turers Association, as to tax-paid al- 
cohol permit requirements since the 
repeal of the 18th amendment, D. 8. 
Bliss. Commissioner of Industrial Al- 
cohol, has informed Mr. Dunn as fol- 
lows:— 

You are advised that since the eigh 
teenth amendment has been repealed, it 
is no longer necessary to obtain an “H” 
permit to purchase and use tax-paid al- 


cohol in the manufacture of flavoring ex- 
tracts, medicinal or pharmaceutical prep- 
aratioss. Manufacturers using tax-paid 
alcohol are not longer required to submit 
formulae of their finished product for ap- 
proval, but your attention is called to 
the fact that if such alcoho! is used in 
compounding preparations which are fit 
for use as a beverage, they are taxable 
as rectified products and the manufacturer 
must pay a special tax as a_ rectifier. 
Manufacturers using specially denatured 
alcohol must obtain a permit and give a 
bosd as provided in regulations No. 3 be- 
cause title IIT of the national prohibition 
act was not repealed by the adoption of 
the twenty-first amendment. 


Candy Slot Machine 
Case Goes to High Court

A question of public importance 
which has not been definitely decided 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States is involved in a case to be ar- 
sued before that court early in Janu- 
ary, according to a petition filed by 
the solicitor general and the chief 
counsel of the Federal Trade Commis 
sion.

Dye Survey Started 


Tariff Board Collecting Data on 


Synthetic Industry 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28, 1933. 

A survey of the production and sale 
of synthetic organic chemicals has 
been undertaken by the United States 
lariff Commission, and questionnaires 
are being mailed to all known manu-. 
facturers asking for data on their 1933 
activities. 

The information sought is largely the 





same as that contained in the annual 
census of dyes discontinued by the 
commission in 1930, but the collection 


is not a resumption of that census. The 
data are being collected to bring the 
commission’s files up to date for a pos- 
sible general tariff revision or for use 
in connection with any special investi- 
gations which may be asked. The fig- 
ures collected will probably be released 
in the Spring in mimeograph form 
Without the textual matter which for- 
merly was a part of the dye census. 


Brokmeyer Urges ‘Repeal 
Of 1932 ‘Nuisance’ Taxes 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 26, 1933. 
A request that Congress repeal the 
“nuisance taxes” of the 1932 revenue 
act was made to the House Committee 
on Ways and Means at its hearing 
last week, by Eugene C. Brokmeyer,

Mr. Brokmeyer declared that the 
special excise taxes on toilet goods, 
soft drinks, candy, chewing gum, and

Petroleum Development 
Regulated by Ickes 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26, 1933. 

With a view to conserving the pe- 
troleum resources of the country and 
to prevent waste demoralizing the oil 
industry, Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes, the oil administrator, 
has promulgated regulations to provide 
for orderly development of new pe- 
troleum pools. The regulations were 
issued under the terms of the code of 
fair competition for the petroleum in- 
dustry and were approved by the plan- 
ning and co-ordination committee rep- 
resenting the industry under the code. 

Administrator Ickes explained that 
the regulations stipulate that plans to 
govern development of new pools shall 
be submitted directly to him for ap- 
proval and become effective by his 
order under such conditions as he shall 
prescribe. He stated that no plan will 
be approved by him which does not 
adequately protect the correlative 
rights of all parties having an interest 
in the pool nor will he approve any 
plan that does not permit full con- 
servation of petroleum resources to 
prevent the waste of this irreplaceable 
fuel. 

He further stated that production 
from newly discovered fields or pools 


will be restricted so as not to inter- 
fere unduly with the existing inter- 
state market for petroleum and its 


products and drilling in new pools will 
be curbed to prevent unrestricted de- 
velopment of excessive potentials. 
Provision is made for hearing of in- 
terested parties in any newly discov- 
ered area for which a plan of devel- 
opment is proposed. 





Glidden Has Lacquer Plant Fire 


Fire in the lacquer plant of the Glid- 
den Varnish Company, Cleveland, De- 
cember 27, damaged the plant to the 
extent of $10,000 and destroyed $20,000 
worth of materials, according to esti- 
mate by fire officials. A series of ex- 
plosions about noon started the blaze, 
which continued for three hours, until 
the fire department extinguished it by 
employing live steam. No workers 
were injured. The cause of the ex- 
plosion has not been determined.

Chemical Shipments by 
Motor Being Studied 


Special Committee Trying to 
Make Harmonious Regulations 


With I. C. C. Orders 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27, 1933. 

In anticipation of state legis'ation to 
regulate the shipment of dangerous ar- 
ticles by motor truck, a special com- 
mittee of chemical shippers is studying 
the matter with the view of making 
such legislation harmonize with federal 
regulation of truck shipments. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has asserted jurisdiction over in- 
terstate truck shipments and has is- 
sued a proposed set of regulations, 
based on the existing regulations gov- 
erning the packing and labeling of ex- 
plosives and other dangerous articles 
for rail shipment. Many state !egis- 
latures are considering such legislation 
as the result of several serious acci- 
dents. The fall meeting of the asso- 
ciation of state vehicle commissioners 
suggested uniform state legislation on 
the subject and asked for suggestions 
from the Bureau of Explosives, New 
York body. 

The shippers’ group studying the 
matter is composed of W. N. Watson, 
secretary of the Manufacturing Chem- 
ists’ Association; H. W. MacArthur, 
chairman of the M.C.A. traffic com- 
mittee; T. P. Callahan, chairman of 
the M. C. A. committee on steel barrels 
and drums; G. E. Tiley, chairman of 
the M.C.A, committee on tankcars; M. 
F. Crass, chairman of the M. C. A. 
committee on carboys and miscellane- 
ous packages; FF. R. Fetherston, secre- 
tary of the Compressed Gas Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and R. T. Baldwin, 
secretary of the Chlorine Institute. 

This group has approved the prin- 
ciples of both the Intergtate Commerce 
Commission and state proposals but is 
urging that the two be identical and 
that state laws adopt Interstate Com- 
merce commission regulations for con- 
tainers and labels. Further meetings 
of the group, together with representa- 
tives of the Bureau of Explosives, are 
expected early in January.

On inquiry concerning a_ remittance 
from which cash discount, as provided 
in article XVI of the code, has been de- 
ducted and which remittance had been 
mailed or otherwise submitted after dis- 
count date, held that (1) such remittance

Interpretation 5 


On inquiry concerning procedure in the 
event an account is not paid upon ma- 
turity, held that the purpose of the code 
of fair competition for the paint, varnish 
and lacquer manufacturing industry Was 
clearly to require the payment of ac- 
counts promptly upon maturity. Neither 
the code authority nor the administration 
has any power to modify the terms ot 
the code and authorize extensions of time 
in payment of bills beyond the maturity 
date, It is to be presumed, therefore, that 
each member of the industry will make 
every reasonable effort to secure collec- 
tion promptly. 

In view of the fact that the customers 
of the industry are not a party to this 
code and that in many cases delays in 
payment may have become a_ practice, 
some difficulty in securing prompt pay- 
ment may be encountered at the start. 
For the time being, we will be very re- 
luctant to endeayor to exact non-com- 
pliance penalties for failure to secure 
prompt payment except in cases of flag- 
rant abuse of these code provisions, but 
in the event of complaint registered othe) 
than through this body, the manufacturer 
must be prepared to defend his action. 
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Interpretation 6 


On inquiry as to the maturity without 
discount of the purchases of an industrial 
customer who has been in the habit ot

In view of the opposition that 
has developed to the code submitted by 
the committee of three, some_ im- 
portant interests in the industry were 
of the opinion that only a labor code 
will be accepted by the’ industry. 
United States imports of copper dur- 
ing November totaled 12,443 short tons, 
against 7,329 tons in October, an in- 
crease of 5,114 tons, according to the 
American Bureau of Metal Statistics 

Copperas.—There was a slackening in 
the call recorded in this direction iast 
week, but sellers reported the market 
noted no change in va.ues. Steel mill 
operations were reported to have re- 
ceded to 31.6 percent of capacity from 
34.2 percent in the previous week. 
Operations were expected to show a 
slight decline at the year-end, as the 
result of the filling of low-priced 
fourth quarter contracts. 

Fluorspar.—_With the ceramic and 
the steel industry showing little inter- 
est in shipments, this market devel- 
oped a dull demand last week, with 
sellers reporting the market in about 
the same position as the preceding 
period. 

Glauber’s Salt.—This market was no 
exception to the general trend of busi- 
ness, With the prices tending toward 
firmness and consumers giving thought 
to consideration before ordering out 
supplies, and quotations’ were un- 
changed on both the domestic and im- 
ported articles from the levels estab- 
lished recently. 

Lead Acetate.-There was a spotty 
demand here again last week, with the 
slowness prompted by the considera- 
tion for year-end supplies, but prices 
held firm at the levels in vogue previ- 
ously, with the firmness due to the 
continuance of a simi:mr condition in 
the basic articles, 

Manganese Suiphate.—There was a 
slow call in evidence here last week. 
but sellers reported the market in a 
firm price position, with no change in 
the open schedule. 

Nickel Salt.—sellers here continued 
to center their activity on the writing 
of 1934 contracts, with the market 
holding firm from a price standpoint, 
and demand was characterized as 
fairly good. A representative call was 
also noted for the chloride material, 
and prices held firm at the high levels 
established recently. 

Phosphorus. — A routine veur-end 
week was noted here, with demand 
following a highly irregular trend, but 
sellers described the market for both 
the red and vellow articles as firm 

Potash Carbonate.—Although de- 
mand slackened considerably during 
the week just closed, aue to the taper- 
ing off in certain consuming indus- 
ries, sellers were quoting the previous 
prices firmly, due to the fluctuations in 
tl monetary exchange rates 

Potash Caustic.—There was little 
Variation in this market from recent 
weeks, With the possible exception of 


a slower demand in evidence because 


of the nearness of the inventory taking 
period, but prices were firmly held at 
previous established levels. 

Potash Chlorate.—Match manufac- 
turers and other routine consumers 
had curtailed purchasing to some, de- 
gree as a result of the year-end, but 

tirm tone ruled the prices, due to the 
irregularity of the trend of the mone- 
tary exchange values. 

Potash Permanganate.—Quiet pre- 
vailed in this direction, with fair sized 
shipments moving out to chemical 
processors and other usual consumers 
but a firm tone was a conspicuous fac 
tor in the dealings 

Saltcake.—While a fair amount of 
business was transacted here last 


week, the influence of the year-end 
inventory taking was noted, for the 
volume slipped off somewhat from the 
preceding week, but prices held firm at 
the levels in force previously. 

Saltpeter.—The less than car lot 
prices issued in some quarters ot 
the market, becoming effective Janu- 
iry 2, were as follows:—Pure double 
refined granulated, barrels, $5.90 to 
$6.12% per 100 pounds, according to 
quantity; pure double refined pow- 
dered, barrels, $6.90 to $7.12% per 100 
pounds; pure double refined small 
crystals, $6.90 to $7.12% per 100 
pounds; pure double refined medium 
crystal, $7.25 to $7.50 per 100 pounds; 
pure double refined large’ crystal, 
$7.65 to $7.87% per 100 pounds. 

Soda Ash.—Producers reported that 
a large volume of business has been 
placed on the books for delivery after 
the turn of the year, and contract with- 
drawals last week continued heavy, 
although a slight slackening was noted 
in certain consuming industries. Prices 
were firm. 

Soda _ Bicarbonate. — This market 
passed through another quiet week, 
with consumers ordering out for im- 
mediate needs only, but prices were 
well maintained. Contract writing was 
drawing to a close. 

Soda Caustic.—Tapering off in the 
consuming industries was a factor in 
slowing down demand here to some 
extent, but considering the period of 
the year, producers reported that busi- 
ness last week was far ahead of the 
same time a vear ago. Prices were 
firm. 

Soda Cyanide.—Se'!lers continued to 
concentrate their activities on the 
solicitation of contracts, with the mar- 
ket holding firm at the levels in force 
for some time past. 

Soda Phosphate.—This market noted 
a decline in the volume of orders, with 
the decrease due to the preparation 
consumers were making for the vear- 
end inventory taking period. Prices 
for the dibasic material remained un- 
changed. Call for the tribasic item 
came from divers directions, but prices 
showed a tendency toward firmness. 

Soda Sal.—Small lot business con- 
stituted the activity in this market, but 
sellers reported a firm tone was prom- 
inent and the prices of the previous 
week were again in order. 

Soda Silicate.—Sellers on all sides 
reported that signed contracts were 
being returned with a xsood degree of 
consistency, and prices maintained a 
tirm tone, with a good volume of busi- 
ness reported against current 1933 con- 
tracts. Prices were firm 

Soda Stannate.—With the consumers 
showing little interest in material 
other than for actual wants, the mar- 
ket here passed through a rather slow 
week, and prices continued unchanged 
inasmuch as the basic metal market 
hovered around the 53: pel pound 
level.

CORPUS CHRISTI, Dec. 28, 1933. 
Through a_ sixty-mile pipeline of 
sixteen inches diameter, the Southern 
Pipe Line Company, a _ subsidiary of 
the Southern Alkali Company, is pre- 
paring to bring salt brine to the lat- 
ter company’s plant, now under con- 
struction here, from a salt dome near 
Benevides, in Duval county, Texas, 
where the pipeline company already 
has drilled six wells and also has in- 
stalled equipment to pump water by 
high pressure into the wells to dissolve 
the salt. The subsequent brine will be

Soda Metaphosphate 
As Veterinary Wash 


Recent investigations which are 
being conntinued with the co-opera- 
tion of Mellon Institute, have indi- 
cated probable valuable applications of 
metaphosphate of soda in the field of 
veterinary medicine. This previously 
little-used chemical is now available in 
powder form for preparing solutions 
reported to be of high utility for wash- 


ing and rinsing dogs and other furred 
animals. 
A special preparation of the meta- 


phosphate, rendered slightly alkaline 
with borax and perfumed with a very 
little oil of cedar, has been used in the 
clinical work by Dr. Samuel Glenn and 
Dr. L. D. Barrett, Pittsburgh. The 
product was obtained from the Buromin 
Company, Pittsburgh, the donor of the 
institute’s industrial fellowships on 
calgonizing and phosphates. This com- 
pany is marketing metaphosphate of 
soda and various products in which 
that chemical is the active principle. 


When mixed according to the direc- 


tions of one tablespoonful of this 
powder in one gallon of water the 
resultant solution contains approxi- 
mately 0.5 percent of metaphosphate 
of soda. This concentration has 
proved satisfactory with the water 


supplied in Pittsburgh (5 grains hard- 
ness per U. S. gallon.) 

In part, the reaction of this solution 
with soap is to form a soluble double 
salt of the phosphate with sodium and 
calcium, leaving the soluble soap avail- 
able for use. The latter would other- 
wise be precipitated as a calcium soap 
through the reaction between the soap 


ind the calcium’ salts commonly 
present in “hard” waters However, 
there appear to be other physico- 


chemical effects of the metaphosphate 
itself, as judged by the results of 
washing and rinsing dogs the solu- 
tion indicated. 


Allyl Bromide Duty Set 


Allyl bromide is obtainable at 6 
cents per pound plus 30 percent ad 
valorem according to a ruling of the 
Bureau of Customs which will become 


effective January 6. The bureau's rul- 
ing was based on an opinion of the

There were minor price 
adjustments on some grades of Ameri- 
can process oxides but the principal 
change in the American process sched- 
ule was the abandonment of the old 2- 
ton quantity as the dividing figure for 
“inside” and “outside” prices. Sellers 
now quote base prices for 20-ton lots 
and usual differentials for smaller than 
20 tons. 

Barytes.—New contracts were inau- 
gzurated with the turn of the year. The 
basic prices were unchanged from 
those that ruled through 1933. Sellers 
of Missouri barytes reported a quiet 
market through the holiday period and 
importers voiced a similar situation. 


Dry Colors 


With new contracts operative on 
many chemical dry colors, there were 
several changes in prices which be- 
come effective today. Among the 
principal changes are carbon black, 
chrome yellow, iron blues, and alkali 
blue. Most of the reds will be un- 
changed on new contracts. All of these 
changes were in an upward direction 
and had been previously announced as 
becoming operative today. The earth 
colors entered the new year quietly 
and without further change since the 
boost in Spanish reds, Italian sienna 
and pure red oxides, which took place 
in the preceding week. Quiet was the 
general characteristic of the color 
market during the closing days of 1933. 

Alkali Blue Toner.—As mentioned a 
few weeks ago, prices were advanced 
5c. per pound over the 1933 contract 
figure, but at 90c. per pound the mar- 
ket was the same as the open order 
price which ruled through the year 
just ended. 

Carbon Black.—The new price sched- 
ule for the first quarter of the year 
became effective on January 1 and 
represents a rise of approximately 
1%c, per pound over the 1933 prices. 
Prices are now quoted on a delivered 
basis and the “ountry has been divided 
into seven zones with delivered prices 
as follows:—Zone A, 4.45c. per pound; 
Zone B, 4.75c. per pound; Zone C 
4.90c. per pound; in car lots, minimum 
50,000 pounds and 5.05c. per pound in 
car lots, minimum 30,000 pounds; Zone 
D, 4.90c. per pound; Zone E, 5.05c. per 
pound; Zone F, 5.35c. per pound; and 
Zone G, 5.30c. per pound. 

Chrome Green Oxide.—As_ reported 
in the late market summary of last 
week’s issue, domestic manufacturers 
advanced prices 3c. per pound on De- 
cember 22.

Naval Stores Recovery 


Is Noted by Lockwood 


SAVANNAH, Dec. 27, 1933. 

Business recovery in the naval stores 
industry has begun in the opinion of 
J. E. Lockwood, naval stores consult- 
ant, this city. Mr. Lockwood stated 
as follows: 

Naval conditions in the United 
States have materially improved since the 
first half of 1932, when they reached the 
bottom of the present depression, and the 
present outlook is favorable for continued 
wzradual improvement during the next year 
or two, until normal conditions and prices 
again rule

The surplus will con- 
sequently be further decreased this sea- 
son. 

Prices of naval. stores struck bottom 
during July, 1932, when turpentine 
dropped to 34% cents per gallon and rosin 
dropped to $2.15 per 280 pounds average 


grade, Now prices are averaging about 
42 cents per gallon for turpentine and 
$3.75 for average grade rosin, an increase 


of 22 percent on turpentine and 74 percent 
on rosin, or an average increase per unit 
net returns to producers of 38 percent. 


While normal prices on turpentine are 
assumed to be 50 and 60 cents and on 
rosin $6.50 to $7.50, which leaves room 
for further improvement in prices, to off- 
set the higher wages and costs of ma- 
terials that must be provided for it ap- 


pears reasonable to expect naval stores to 
share in the general improvement in de- 
mand and prices, and thus be able to meet 
sl higher costs and realize a fair price 
from operations.

Chicago Linseed Meal 


CHICAGO, Dec, 29, 1933. 


With buyers trying to hold their in- 
ventories down to low levels, the busi- 
ness in linseed meal has been extremely 


slow in the last few days, but the cold 
weather is picking up some interest cur- 
rently, and the market in general seems 
rather firm, and prices about unchanged 
from the levels which have been ruling 
for some time. Re-sellers continue to 
offer a certain amount of material.

Linseed Oil 


An easier tone developed in the local 
linseed oil market early last week, 
prices being reduced 2 points’ by 
crushers to the basis of 8.7c. per pound 
for tankcars and 9.3c. for car lots in 
cooperage. It was intimated that these 
prices could be shaded by about 2 to 
3 points on a bid, but there was no 
pressure of offerings and the tone of 
the market at the close of the year 
appeared to be fairly steady, with a 
tendency noticeable in some quarters 
to take a much more favorable view of 


the outlook for trade during 1934, as 
underlying business conditions were 
regarded as showing not a little im- 


provement in comparison with the sit- 
uation existing a year previously. 

So far as last week’s oil market was 
concerned, however, there was little 
life noticeable. The volume of new 
business closed was apparently small- 
er than in recent preceding weeks and 


the movement on old contracts was 
also lighter. Similar accounts came 
from outside markets regarding the 
condtion of business, though it was 


also noticeable that such reports were 
rather optimistic in some cases as to 
the outlook for business in linseed oil 
after the turn of the year. 

Flaxseed prices showed 
in domestic and foreign markets last 
week, changes for the period being 
moderate. The domestic situation was 
featured by a good demand for cash 
seed, the call coming from crushers and 
cash interests who were in the market

for the higher grades. The bulk of the 
seed received in terminal markets 
came from the Minnesota territory, 
with occasional arrivals from the Da- 
kotas. The movement was light. The 
widespread severe Winter weather may 
have curtailed the receipts to some ex- 
tent, but unsold supplies on the farms 
are said to be unusually light, and it 
is contended that any increase in mar- 
keting with milder weather is likely to 
prove of short duration. It is said by 
some that never at this period of the 
season have supplies in the hands of 
growers been so small as they are now. 

As to the consumption of linseed oil, 
it is argued that any change in the sit- 
uation in this respect in the near fu- 
ture is likely to be in the nature of ex- 
pansion. Requirements are said to 
have been steadily increasing in paint- 
ing and repainting in recent weeks as 
a result of government and private re- 
covery measures and a more marked 
increase in consumption is anticipated 
with any further recovery in general 
business in this country, which is ex- 
pected to have a beneficial effect upon 
the markets for raw materials of vari- 
ous kinds, linseed oil by no means ex- 
cepted. 


Minneapolis Linseed Oil 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 29, 1933 

Demand for oil is quiet and mostly 
without feature insofar as regular chan- 
nels of trade are concerned. Painting of 
school houses and various public enter- 
prises fostered by government efforts to 
relieve the depression is an immediate 
factor in favor of trade as it is creating 
quite a bit of small lot trade. Interest 
of the buyers in round lots for shipment 
after the turn of the year was stimu- 
lated by the last government estimate of 
flax production and official figures on the 
new Argentine crop but so far the im- 
portant buyers have not booked any or- 
ders of consequence.

German Oil Development Planned 


Further development of the petro- 
leum deposits in Hanover, Germany’s 
chief oil-producing province, is planned 
to begin during the next few months 
according to a report received by the 
Department of Commerce. Production 
of mineral oil in Hanover has shown 
a gradual increase in recent years, ris- 
ing from a total of 102,800 metrie tons 
in 1929 to 213,900 tons in 1932. Ger- 
man production of mineral oil in that 
year was 230,000 metric tons, so that 
the province of Hanover accounted for 
92 percent of the total. In the first ten 
months of the current year the crude 
oil Output of Hanover amounted to 
170,500 German consumption of 
crude oil during the year 1932 amount- 
ed to 515,950 metric tons, an increase 
of 10 percent over the 1931 figure.

Strength -- Inventories Generally Low -- Replacement 

Costs Firm -- Confidence in the Future Reported

Business in gums and waxes was 
very quiet during the final week of the 


year. For the most part, buyers for 
consumption remained aloof from the 
market. With inventory at hand, the 
tendency was to confine orders to 
quantities for delivery after the first 
of the year. In some instances, re- 
quests for prompt deliveries, with a 
January 1 invoicing, were noted. The 


desire for low stocks was wide spread 
and kept trade down to a mere sugges- 
tion of normal transactions, 

During the past year, the zum and 
wax trade made substaniial progress 
along the road of recovery. Pricewise, 
the market was much better than it 
was a year ago. The ReEporTER’s index

itless prices that prevailed on the first 
of January a year ago. 

A number of important influences 
wrought the pronounced change. The 
closing of the banks and the embargo 
on gold exports, following the inaugu- 
ration of President Roosevelt, led to 
control of foreign exchange by the 
Federal government and resulted in 
the United States dollar dropping in 


terms of foreign currencies. Reopen- 
ing of sound banks under permit of 


the Secretary of the Treasury caught 
the confidence of the business world 
and started an era of good will that 
turned men’s minds definitely toward 
recovery under the leadership of the 
President. 

The lowered value of the dollar 
quoted in terms of gold in foreign cur- 
rencies turned consumers from apathy 
to a desire to buy against possible ad- 
vances to come. This buying, plus 
higher replacement costs, gave a 


needed lift to prices. KEnactment of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act 
and the establishment of the National 


Administration brought 
adoption of codes of fair 
competition. The President's Re-em- 
ployment Agreement was signed freely, 
too. Opportunities to work increased, 
more money went into wages, purchas- 
ing power was lifted somewhat, and 
the feeling of dealers in gums and 
waxes was that intelligent leadership 
had set commerce well back on the 
still long road to industrial and com- 
mercial recovery. 

Another stimulus that aided the de- 
velopment of more remunerative prices 
for gums and waxes was the abandon-

ment of the gold standard. On Octo- 
ber 25, the President by executive or- 
der established the price of newly 
mined gold at $31.36 per ounce, as 
compared with the statutory price of 
$20.67 per ounce. Between that date 
and December, the President advanced 
the price of gold to $34.06, bought 
325.631 ounces of gold in this country 
and bid constantly abroad at prices 


substantially above the world price. 


The effect of this was to decrease 
the purchasing price of the dollar 
when figured in gold. The drop went 


to approximately 60c. This increased 
the cost to import foreign merchandise 
substantially and was immediately re- 
flected in the quotations for spot 
stocks of gums and waxes. 

It is because of the above develop- 
ments that at the beginning of the new 
year, gum and wax dealers look for- 
ward with a confidence to which they 
had been a stranger since the debacle 
of 1929. Not all agree with what has 
been done and some are a trifle criti- 
cal. Nevertheless, the position of the 
trade as a whole is so far ahead of 


what it was in the cold, dark, depres- 
sion that opened 1933 that there is a 
feeling of confidence, hopefulness, and 
above all, a determination to support 


an administration that has worked 
hard for commercial and _ industrial 
interests of the entire American 


people. 

No large inventories lie over 
heads of gum and wax dealers.

Aloe.—The market was very firm. 
With replacement costs rising and 
offerings decreasing, the situation was 
one of more than usual strength and 
most factors expected to see the spot 
market advance considerably under de- 
mand which is expected to gain with 
the turn of the year. 

Arabic.—Business continued to be 
slack and confined to jobbing volume 
throughout the past week. Dullness 
prevailed in all quarters but the 
absence of better trading was without 
effect on asking prices on the spot. 
While occasional shading may have 
existed, the quotations named by the 
more responsible houses held firm at 
unchanged position. A gain in sales 
is expected to come in January. 

Asafetida.—Trade was of jobbing 
proportions but the market held a firm 
position nevertheless. The firmness 
was mainly the result of strength 
shown in the replacement market and 
the absence of surplus supplies here. 

Benzoin.—Interest of buyers was 
conservative and trade was well down 
to the normal and seasonable volume. 
Stocks were not unduly large but they 
were considerably ahead of known re- 
quirements of manufacturing con- 
sumers. Prices were about steady. 

Camphor.—Slabs continued to be in 
moderate supply and powdered, too, 
was not overly plentiful on the spot. 
Demand was not particularly active, 
however, and that condition led to 
some unsettlement and competition in 
local circles. Deliveries on unexpired 
contracts were very good, tending to 
create a condition that was expected 
to bring improvement in business later 
on. 

Galbanum. — Hand-to-mouth trading 
was the rule. The market was firm, 
being not oversupplied with reserve 
stocks and being subject to sufficient 
demand to check competition mate- 
rially. The undertone of the market 
was steady and some upward tendency 
in prices was noted. 

Gamboge.—Undertones were firm to 
strong with sellers refusing to shade 
and suggesting that higher levels 
would be warranted by the present 
shipment cost of the merchandise. De- 
mand was not very active. It con- 
sisted of jobbing requirements during 





the greater part of the period. Prices 
held steady. 
Mastic.—The final week of the year 


was one of light demand for spot goods 
and little interest so far as goods for 
delivery after the turn of the year 
were concerned. Prices were very 
steady and were directly in line with 
the present cost to buy further supplies 
in the primary market. 

Olibanum.—A limited trade was re- 
ported in this item but for the most 
part the leading manufacturing con- 
sumers were aloof from the market. 
With inventory directly at hand, the 
tendency was to hold stocks bought 
in 1933 to as low a volume as possible. 
Prices were steady to firm in all di- 
rections, 

Tragacanth.—Stocks of high quality 
ribbon and flake gum were none too 
plentiful and such material was in 
very firm position in the closing week 
of the year. Lower quality merchan- 
dise, on the other hand, was some- 
what unsettled and subject to rather 
keen competition in view of the nar- 
row consuming outlet that prevailed. 
The future was felt to hold the pos- 
sibility of further rise in values.

The foreign markets held strong. 
Prices for some grades in Calcutta 
were almost equal to spot quotations.

Bayberry. — Stocks remained very 
low and in view of the fact that de- 
mand will be very light in the future, 
as well as the fact that prices abroad 
were so high as to make purchases 
a doubtful policy for the time being, 
they are likely to remain at low ebb 
for some time to come.

Coal ‘Gasoline’ to Be 
Manufactured in Saxony 


A plant to produce motor spirit from 
coal will be constructed and operated 
by the State government of Saxony, 
Germany, if present plans materialize, 
according to a report from the consul 
at Dresden to the Department of Com- 
merce. 

The new enterprise is to be in line 
with a national motorization scheme 
developed by the present German re- 
gime. Its close co-ordination with the 
national scheme is supported by the 
fact that the central government has 
offered to furnish 5,000,000 reichmarks, 
the initial capital required for plant 
construction. The undertaking is to be. 
based on the resources of the State- 
owned mine in Bohlen. 

It is proposed to convert approxi- 
mately 600 tons of lignite into “gaso- 
line” daily by a special process. The 
annual output of “gasoline” from the 
plant is forecast at between 5,000 and 
20,000 metric tons.

The government also entered the world 
market for gold, bidding substantially 
above the world price. By December 
19, the price for gold had been raised 
to $34.06 per ounce, and near the end 
of the year it was $2.01 above the 
world price set in London. 

The direct effect of this policy was 
the depression in the foreign currency 
value of the domestic dollar. Rates of 
foreign exchanges advanced, thereby 
reducing the purchasing power of dol- 
lars spent for drugs and fine chemi- 
cals marketed abroad. It also created 
in export advantage of no mean pro- 
portions for manufacturers doing an 
export business. The depression of the 
dollar was progressive and reached as 
low as 60c. as computed on a gold 
basis in terms of foreign currencies. 

Such were the policies looking to re- 
covery that had a direct and, on the 
whole, beneficial effect on the drug and 
fine chemical industries, especially dur- 
ing the second half of the vear. Higher 
prices brought a better feeling, and the 
attitude of the industries was much 
more encouraging and healthy than 
that that ruled on January 1, 1933.

ever, goods due for arrival after the 
tirst of the new year make certain that 
the stocks will in most instances be 
sufficient to care for reasonable manu- 
facturing needs. 

The past year was one of recovery in 
the essential oiltrade. At the beginning 
of the twelvemonth the trade was sell- 
ing at prices which most declared to 
be ruinously low. Demand was at low 
ebb and without sign of improvement. 
Discouragement was the ruling senti- 
ment in the trade as a whole. 

With the inauguration of a new 
President on March 4 came the clos- 
ing of every bank in the country, a 
blow that at first added to the fear that 
pervaded business. The President, 
however, soon laid facts before the 
country that brought a warm response 
trom business men Furthermore, he 
laid down plans for reopening of sound 
financial structures, plans that were 
favorably received and gave to busi- 
ness the first bit of confidence that it 
had had since the debacle of 1929. 

The closing of the banks brought the 
embargo on gold exports, the stoppage 
of foreign exchange transactions, and 
a tightening of Federal control over 
international payments. Promptly the 
essential oil market reacted to the 
stimuli Buyers became nervous con- 
cerning the future of prices, and came 
into the market for supplies. Quota- 
tions rose in parallel with the advance 
in replacement costs, creating a market 
ictivity that had been absent for years. 

Behind these acts of the new admin- 
istration was the whole-hearted sup- 
port of the trade. This support gained 
steadily, and when Congress passed 
the National Industrial Act and set up 
the National Recovery Administration, 
with its system of code agreements 
through trade associations, the backing 
was stronger than ever The Presi- 
dent's Re-employment Agreement was 
signed promptly, new work was cre 
ated, and another step taken along the 
oad to better business 

The last six months of the year was 
t period of real improvement Foreign 

exchanges were at a premium over the 
American dollar, which condition in- 
creased the cost to buy oils abroad and 
led to continued and substantial rise in 
spot quotations. Exceptional activity 
followed the President’s proclamation 
of October 25 that, in effect, wiped out 
the statutory price of $20.67 per ounce 


The market for essential oils ended 
this week with trade generally quiet 
ind with dealers as well as consumers 
showing a disposition to await further 
developments before covering require- 
ments very far ahead. Dealers were 
somewhat cautious in placing replace- 
ment orders in primary markets, and 
consumers were doubly so, for the rea- 
son that desire for low inventories led 
them to keep purchases down to the 
lowest possible volume. Prices con- 
tinued to be firm, and in almost every 
urticle they closed at levels that were

for gold, substituting therefor the price 
of $31.36 per ounce for newly mined 
gold in this country. Furthermore, a 
plan to advance the government’s price 
for gold from day to day, coupled with 
gold purchases abroad, went into effect. 
This depressed still further the value 
of the dollar in terms of foreign money. 
Between October 25 and December 19 
the price was advance until it reached 
$34.06, being $2.01 above the world 
price. The gold value of the American 
dollar abroad was decreased to ap- 
proximately 60c. The effect once more 
was to raise replacements costs, and 
spot prices were advanced more than 
enough to compensate for the rise. 
The influence of these stimuli on the 
essential oil business was pronounced 
Business was also stimulated in No 
vember, when the 18th amendment to 
the constitution was repealed and the 
manufacture and sale of wine, spirits 
and cordials became legal. Combined, 
all the conditions that influenced basic 
conditions reacted favorably on the sale 
of essential oils, with the result that 
the trade at the close of the year was 
in vastly more satisfactory position 
than it had been for several years. The 
achievement of higher sales prices is 
reflected in the ReEportTEer’s index num- 
ber, which rose slightly more than 11 
points from its position in January

The case of the Thayer Pharmacal

Trading in refined cottonseed oil 
futures here was rather quiet much of 
the time last week and there was ap- 
parently no broadening of operations 
in the South. Few in the trade here 
were disposed to look for any impor- 
tant developments until the year and 
holidays were out of the way. Last 
week the prevailing tone was firm. 
however, with the tendency of prices 
upward at times, speculative sentiment 


being influnced by strengthening de- 
velopments in outside markets. 
Switching from near to. distant 


months was given something of a feat- 
ure of the local market though opera- 
tions of this character were on a 
smaller scale than they were a while 
back before the expiration of the De- 
cember option.

Spot markets in the South were gen- 
erally reported as quiet and specula- 
tive operations at Memphis were again 
on a comparatively small seale.

Nitrate of soda and sulphate of am- 
monia continued to hold the attention 
of the fertilizer manufacturing and 
mixing trade during the holiday week, 
which was otherwise dull and listless. 
Up to the time of this writing, sellers 
of sulphate and nitrate had mentioned 
nothing regarding January prices, be- 
yond giving indications that prices will 
be higher than those which expired 
with the close of business on Saturday. 


For the past several weeks, however, 
the trade has guessed that sulphate 
will rise a dollar per ton and nitrate 


will likely advance two dollars, meeting 
the sulphate advance that took place 
late in November. The potash division 
also attracted a good deal of attention 
and January prices for those salts were 
as yet undecided. December potash 
discounts, of course, expired Saturday, 
and the 2% percent discount which 
domestic sellers had offered on Jan-

uary-February deliveries which were 
ordered prior to January 1, also ex- 
pired with the year’s end. With the 
entry of a new factor in the potash 
field this month, unsettled code prob- 
lems and a gradually changing picture 
in potash marketing here, most potash 
sellers were frank in stating that they 
did not know what was going to be 
done about Spring prices. As the trade 
is understood to be liberally supplied 
on early potash requirements and not 
much new business is looked for over 
January and February, it is likely that 
there will be considerable cogitation 
and forethought before Spring prices 
are established. 

Last week's price movements in the 
fertilizer materials market were all 
obviated by anticipation. <A rise of a 
dollar per ton in calcium nitrate and 
cal-nitro was announced in November 
as becoming effective January 1, and 
the only other change of importance 
was an automatic rise in the schedule 
for Florida phosphate rock, which also 
took place at the turn of the year. 

Code problems continued as the big- 
gest handicap to trade progress at this 
time. Although there is a uniformly 
optimistic attitude for Spring busi- 
ness, it is ‘believed that many code dif- 
ficulties will be carried over into Jan- 
uary and the trade does not look for 





revived inquiry until these have been 
settled. One of the major governors

Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—U)p to the time of 
this writing, sellers had not done any-

While buyers do not 
show much disposition toward actual 
purchasing, there is a widespread anx- 
iety among them to know what the 
prices are going to be.

As in 
the case of nitrate, buyers were anx- 
ious for some word on prices for Jan- 
uary and forward delivery, but up to 
the time of this writing nothing had 
been heard from the sellers. It is the 
general belief that January sulphate

One phase of the outlook in the cotton 
and Southern tobacco belt is promising, 
the ability of growers to finance their 
crops with federal aid. This is expected 
to mean cash purchases of fertilizers. It 
is also the opinion that by this arrange- 


ment growers will undertake to fertilizer 
more liberally than they have found it 
possible to do in recent years with scant 
credit.

Gasoline Marketers Reduce Retail Prices One-Half 
Cent per Gallon Following Cut in Federal Tax -- 
Crude Flow Decreases But Is Still Over Allowable 


[Because of the embargo on exports of gold, quotations on many articles 


are constantly being changed and 


those on most articles of foreign 


origin are subject to cable acceptance.] 


The reduction of a_ half-cent per 
gallon in retail gasoline prices, which 
is effective today, was announced last 
week by virtually every major mar- 
keter in the country. The price re- 
duction is allied with the reduction of 
a half-cent in the Federal tax on gaso- 
line which takes place today. The 
Midcontinent gasoline refinery market 
otherwise the prices for petroleum 
appeared a little soggy last week, but 
products were held in a well stabilized 
position, and the close of 1933 found 
the market in a materially stronger 
position than at the year’s outset. In- 
ventory values miy be marked up sub- 


stantially over the preceding stock- 
taking period. 

Crude oil production for the third 
week in December turned downward, 


but was still far in excess of the allow- 


able prescribed by Harold L. Ickes, 
Federal Oil Administrator. Crude oil 
flow in the final week of the month 


will have to be cut drastically to pre- 
vent a carryover of excess production 
into January. 

The industry still maintains a close 
interest in the probable reaction of the 
Administration to the proposal made 
a few weeks ago by several prominent 
oil companies who offered to set up a 
fund for the purchase of excess or 
distress gasoline in lieu of having oil 
prices fixed under Federal administra- 
tion. There were many who believed 
that the proposal would be refused or 
forgotten, but there are others who are 
looking for some action, now that Sec- 
retary Ickes is back on the job after 
having spent a fortnight in a hospital. 

Petroleum raw materials used for 
industry did not show much in the way 


of a change last week. Solvents and 
naphtha cuts were ordered sparingly 


in approach of annual inventories on 
the part of paint, varnish and other 
manufacturers. Waxes were dull, al- 
though steady in prices. Mineral oils 
and petroleums shared in the year-end
